ire  analyzing  in  depth  the  comprehensive  social  activ- 
ity programs  on  campus. 

“We  are  specifically  concerned  with  finding  out 
vhat  activities  students  engage  in  when  they  are  not 
n class  or  studying,”  said  the  ASBYU  president. 

Tall  Paul  said  he  and  his  committees  are  concerned 
vith  “finding  out  if  students  are  provided  with  social 
activity  when  they  want  it.” 

In  order  to  ascertain  where  and  what  the  prob- 
lems are  socially  on  the  campus,  student  government 
las  prepared  a 42-question,  three-page  questionnaire 
About  1,000  names  of  students  will  be  picked  by  a 
iomputer  to  answer  this  questionnaire. 

“No  names  will  be  taken  or  used  in  the  publicity 
tnd  therefore  the  data  collected  will  be  confidential,” 
promised  Gilbert. 

In  addition  to  those  1,000  chosen  by  the  computers, 
>ther  interested  students  can  fill  out  the  survey  in  the 
dep-down  lounge  of  the  Wilkinson  Center  Monday  and 
Tuesday. 

The  Sociology  Department — which  has  given  ex- 
ensive  help  on  the  project — will  be  on  hand  to  inter- 
dew students  with  “strong  feelings”  on  the  issue.  In- 
terested students — wanting  to  talk  to  someone  from  the

I refer  the  reader  to  (1)  “Do 
Your  Standards  Show?,”  a devo- 
tional talk  by  Bp.

Far  too  many  of  us  exhibit  the

ting a little  sin;  . . .and  if  it  so  be 
that  we  are  guilty,  God  will  beat

The  fact  there  is  controversy 
concerning  the  doctrine  of  the

Hayes  was  voted  the  most  out- 
standing player  to  face  BYU  this 
year,  after  the  number-one  ranked, 
Houston  club  defeated  BYU  102-69 
Dec.  16. 

Hayes,  a forward,  was  third  lead- 
ing scorer  in  the  nation  this  sea- 
son with  a 36.7  pojnt  average  in 
25  games.  He  also  ranked  third 
among  the  nation’s  rebounding  j 
leaders  with  18.4  recoveries  per 
game.  In  field  goal  percentage, 
Hayes  was  eleventh  with  .579  per, 
cent  of  his. shots  hitting  the  hoop 

Other  members  of  the  all-op- 
ponent team  (all  games)  were| 
Merv  Jackson  of  Utah  (guard), 
Shaler  Halimon  of  Utah  State  (for- 
ward), Rich  Travis  of  Oklahoma 
City  (guard)  and  Houston’s  Kenj 
Spain  (center). 

Utah’s  Jackson  was  the  only 
man  to  be  listed  on  both  the  ali- 


Those  averages  helped  Jackson 
place  18th  in  the  nation  in  scoring 
and  17th  in  free  throw  percentage. 

Halimon  put  on  a one-man  show 
in  his  first  meeting  against  BYU  in 
the  Smith  Fieldhouse  Jan.  6,  scor- 
ing 47  points  in  a losing  effort.  In 
the  second  game  at  Logan  Feb.  1, 
Halimon  was  “held”  to  27. 

In  all  games  played,  Halimon 
averaged  26.8  points  to  rank  ninth 
nationally  in  the  scoring  column. 

Travis  of  Oklahoma  City  was  the 
main  reason  BYU  lost  the  champ- 
ionship game  to  the  Oklahomans  in 
the  All-College  Tournament  during 
Christmas  vacation. 

In  23  games  this  season,  Travis 
had  a healthy  average  of  29.1  points 
to  rank  fifth  nationally  in  scoring. 

Spain  is  known  to  be  one  of  the 
“most  aggressive”  big  men  in  the 


game,  and  his  teaming  with  Hayea 
under  the  boards  has  helped  Hou- 
ston climb  to  the  number  one  spoil 
in  the  nation. 


New  Mexico  dominated  the  all- 
opponent team  in  conference  play. 
Lobos  Ron  Sanford  (center),  Greg 
Howard  (forward)  and  Ron  Nelson

Dial  Access  Starts 


At  BYU  This  Fall

The  symbols  RIRS  aren’t  fami- 
liar to  many  students  now  but  when 
fall  semester  arrives  students  at- 
tending BYU  will  become  well  ac- 
quainted with  RIRS. 

A Remote  Information  Retreval 
System— also  called  a Dial  Access 
Program— an  excellent  teaching  in- 
novation, is  soon  to  be  implemented 
at  BYU. 


mented  in  almost  any  teaching  situ- 
ation. 


It  is  estimated  that  300-400  access 
stations  will  be  installed  at  first 


and  approximately  200  program 
sources  will  be  available  by  fall 
semester.  The  access  stations 


RIRS  will  allow  students  to  sim- 


ply “dial”  class  lectures,  supple- 
mentary class  material,  devotional 
and  forum  speeches,  background 
music  and  even  the  weather.  The 
Music  Department  has  even  re- 
quested that  a standard  musical 
pitch  be  put  on  tape  so  students 
can  tune  their  instruments. 

Student  access  stations  will  be 
placed  in  study  carrels  on  the 
fourth  and  fifth  floors  of  the  library 
and  at  other  designated  areas  on 
campus.  A set  of  headphones  and 
a dial  similar  to  a telephone  dial 
will  be  placed  in  the  access  station. 
Program  directories  will  be  avail- 
able and  updated  weekly. 

The  RIRS  will  work  somewhat 
like  a telephone  exchange.  All  car- 
rels will  have  access  to  all  pro- 
grams and  all  students  may  listen 
to  the  same  program  or  to  separate 
ones. 

RIRS  equipment  is  all  automatic. 
The  recording  machines  start  and 
stop  and  rewind  automatically.  The 
main  difference  between  this  and 
the  music  library  system  is  that  the 
music  library  is  all  manual  and 
RIRS  is  automatic  and  its  scope  is 
much  greater. 

The  more  popular  tapes  will  be 
started  by  clock  (times  will  be 
listed  in  the  directory)  and  seldom- 
used  programs  will  be  started  by 
the  first  person  using  the  tape. 

There  will  also  be  access  stations 
in  individual  classrooms  with  loud- 
speakers in  the  classrooms.  For 
example,  if  a student  were  taking 
a German  class,  the  teacher  could 
simply  dial  a language  dialogue, 
have  it  read  by  a native  and  then 
resume  the  lecture.  There  are 
many  uses  which  can  be  imple- 


could  easily  be  expanded  to  well 
over  1000. 


Under  appropriately  applied  con- 
ditions, RIRS  has  proved  to  be  an 
excellent  learning  source  and  is  at 
least  as  effective  as  some  lectures 
given  in  large  classrooms  where 
the  student-teacher  ratio  is  great. 

The  Educational  Media  Advisory 
Committee  composed  of  various 
college  representatives  correlates 
communication  services  with  all 
departments  on  campus  and  is 
largely  responsible  for  RIRS  on  the 
BYU  campus.  The  administration 
has  chosen  Darrell  Monson  as 
chairman  for  this  committee.

More  Jobs  For  BYU  Grads

Job  offers  to  U.S.  bachelor  de- 
gree candidates  are  pushing  two 
per  cent  beyond  the  established 
percentage  made  at  this  point  a 
year  ago— while  BYU  bachelor  of- 
fers tend  to  be  comparatively  high- 
er. 

Placement  Director  B.  Keith  Duf- 
fin  made  this  statement  after  BYU 
was  one  of  115  institutions  partici- 
pating in  the  College  Placement 
Council’s  survey  of  beginning  sal- 
ary offers  made  to  male  students 
by  business  and  industrial  employ- 
ers. 

“Job  recruiting  is  going  at  a 
record  pace  here,”  Duffin  said. 
“Since  Christmas,  we’ve  had  more 
emloyers  here  than  our  center  can 
provide  for.” 

The  Council’s  report  showed  job 
offers  for  both  master’s  and  doc- 
toral candidates  still  lags  behind 


the  corresponding  period  last  year. 
The  number  of  doctoral  offers  is 
currently  18  per  cent  under  last 
year,  and  master’s  volume  is  down 
31  per  cent. 

This  is  not  true  at  BYU,  Duffin 
said. 

In  engineering,  physical  science, 
accounting  and  MBA,  our  job  of- 
fers are  comparatively  higher  than 
the  other  114  institutions.  Why?  Ac- 
cording to  comments  received  by 
BYU,  Duffin  explained,  our  stu- 
dents are  achieving  good  reputa- 
tions in  their  respective  fields — 
and  these  companies  want  more 
like  them. 

In  other  fields,  BYU  job  offers 
are  at  the  report’s  average  figures. 

The  aerospace  industry  continues 
to  make  most  offers  to  bachelor’s 
candidates  (17.5  per  cent).  The 
average  offer  to  a bachelor’s  candi- 
date with  a technical  major  has 
gone  up  5.4  per  cent  to  $759  salary 


since  last  season.  In  the  non-techni- 
cal  area,  the  average  for  students 
majoring  in  humanities  or  social 
sciences  is  $614,  a gain  of  4.2  per 
cent. 

Doctoral  offers  in  chemical  engi- 
neering has  gone  up  4.3  per  cent 
to  $1,226  and  chemistry  has  gained 
3.5  per  cent  to  $1,157.  The  percent- 
age increases  in  doctoral  dollar  val- 
ues are  lower  than  those  for  both 
the  bachelor’s  and  master’s  levels.

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Czech  Pres.  Asked  To  Resign 


PRAGUE  (UPI)-A  powerful 
committee  of  the  Czechoslovakian 
National  Assembly  Thursday  called 
on  embattled  President  Antonin 
Novotny  to  resign  voluntarily  or 
face  certain  ouster  by  parliament. 

Demands  for  his  ouster  already 
have  ben  voiced  by  government 


and  Communist  party  officials, 
army  officers,  students  and  the 
press. 

In  a six  hour  mass  rally  in  Pra- 
gue Wednesday  night,  about  18,000 
students  approved  an  open  letter 
which  demanded  Novotny  step 
down  from  the  post  he  has  held 


since  1957. 

The  old  Stalinist  has  been  under 
heavy  pressures  since  he  was  ous- 
ted as  Commtmist  party  chairman 
in  January  and  replaced  by  lib- 
eral Slovakian  leader  Alexander 
Dubcek.  Novotny  had  been  party 
leader  since  1953. 


Five  Viet  Operations  Announced 


SAIGON  (UPI)— U.S.  spokesmen 
announced  five  new  operations 
Thursday  in  the  heavy  allied  count- 
erpunch against  Communist  armies 
and  said  the  sweeps  through  wide 
areas  of  South  Vietnam  had  killed 
799  Viet  Cong.  U.S.  planes  hit  North 
Vietnam  with  the  heaviest  air  raids 
in  a month. 

American  losses  in  the  new  of- 
fensives were  placed  at  27  killed 


and  156  wounded,  and  South  Viet- 
namese losses  were  given  as  74 
killed  and  295  wounded.  The  opera- 
tions stretched  from  about  30  miles 
north  of  Saigon  through  most  of  the 
strategic  central  highlands  where 
Communist  forces  have  been  trying 
to  cut  the  country  in  two  for  more 
than  two  years.

Gold  Fever  Hits:  Prices 
Still  Comparatively  Low 


PARIS  (UPI)— Gold  fever  hits 
Paris  and  other  European  cities 
in  the  wake  of  President  Charles 
de  Gaulle’s  denunciation  of  the  U.S. 
dollar  and  the  British  pound  as 
international  reserve  currencies. 

The  gold  price  also  went  up  on 
the  Swiss  Market  in  Zurich  follow- 
ing De  Gaulle’s  call  of  Wednesday 
for  a gold  standard  to  replace  An- 
glo-Saxon currencies  as  the  world 
monetary  cornerstone. 

Breaking  a three-day  string  of 
declining  gold  prices,  the  price 
of  the  precious  metal  spurted  to 
$38.41  an  ounce  on  the  Paris  mar- 
ket, a full  10  per  cent  above  the 
official  world  price  of  $35  an  ounce 
but  still  a far  cry  from  last  Fri- 
day’s high  of  $44.36. 

ZURICH  PRICE  UP 
Turnover  slumped  by  half  as  the 
supply  of  gold  quickly  dried  up  in 
the  light,  but  spirited  trading. 


In  Zurich  gold  climbed  to  a clos- 
ing price  of  $37.75  an  ounce  com- 
pared with  $46.50  on  Wednesday. 

Indicators  here  were  that  the 
newly-created  free  gold  market 
might  see  further  price  increases 
and  that  Wednesday’s  ingot  price 
of  $1,200  might  become  the  aver- 
age rate  in  Paris. 


NEW  SOURCE 


Financial  circles  suggested  that 
unless  the  Paris  market  soon  found 
a new  source  of  supply,  demand 
could  squeeze  the  price  up  to  even 
more  extreme  levels. 

Sources  said  that  after  the  large 
trading  volume  last  and  early  this 
week,  and  the  Washington  decision 
to  close  down  the  London-based 
price-equalizing  international  gold 
pool,  the  French  market  was  fast 
running  out  of  gold,  hitherto  sup- 
plied by  the  pool.

Israel  Attacks  Jordon  . . . 


Mideast  Crisis  Erupts 


Israeli  tanks  and  troops  struck 
across  the  cease-fire  line  into  Jor- 
dan today  and  killed  150  Arab  ter- 
rorists in  a punitive  raid,  an  Is- 
raeli communique  reported.  Soon 
after  the  raid  Israeli  and  Egyptian 
artillery  exchanged  fire  across  the 
Suez  Canal. 

The  communique  said  15  Jordan- 
ian tanks  were  destroyed  or  dam- 
aged and  two  captured.  “Many” 
Jordanian  positions  were  hit  by 
Israeli  air  strikes  and  artillery  in 
the  bloodiest  of  a series  of  such 
punitive  raids  against  Jordan,  ac- 
cused of  permitting  the  saboteurs 
to  base  there. 

15  KILLED 

The  communique  put  Israeli  los- 
ses as  15  killed  and  wounded.  It 
said  six  army  vehicles  and  one 
plane  were  damaged  but  that  “all 
targets  of  this  morning’s  operation 
have  been  attained.”  It  said  some 
Israeli  forces  already  had  returned 
to  Israeli-occupied  Jordan  on  the 
west  bank  of  the  Jordan  River. 

100-MILE  LINE 

The  Israeli  tanks  and  armored 
cars  backed  by  Israeli  Mystere  jet 
fighters  struck  at  least  six  points 
along  a 100-mile  line  extending 
from  the  plains  below  the  Dead  Sea 
to  the  Jordan  River  valley  from 
which  the  A1  Fatah  Arab  guerrilla 
organization  has  hit  Israeli  repeat- 
edly. 

Eshkol  told  parliament  the  at- 
tack was  mounted  after  the  govern- 
ment received  information  the  A1 
Fatah  group  planned  a new  wave 
of  terror  which  would  have  wor-

rael. He  said  Israel  had  “no  alter- 
native.” 

SECURITY  COUNCIL  MEETING 

Jordan  asked  the  Security  Coun- 
cil today  to  impose  sanctions 
against  Israel  for  its  massive  repri- 
sal attack  on  the  east  bank  of  the 
Jordan  River. 

Israel,  in  a letter  to  the  coun- 
cil, said  the  attack  was  a “local- 
ized and  limited  preventive  mea- 
sure against  the  training  centers 
and  staging  bases  of  Arab  raiders.” 

But  Jordan  Ambasador  Muham- 
mad N.  El-farra  called  the  attack 
“bigger  than  the  usual  retaliatory 
raid”  and  a “vicious  and  preme- 
ditated attack”  ordered  by  Israel’s 
“irresponsible  leadership.”  Jordan- 
ian military  sources  in  Amman 
said  15,000  Israeli  troops  were  in- 
volved. 

Secretary  General  Thant  said  Lt. 


Gen.  Odd  Bull  of  Norway  appealed 
for  a cease-fire  but  that  Israel’s 
reply  to  a request  for  a meeting 
with  Jordan  “seemed  unnecessarily 
negative  and  rigid.” 

Just  before  the  session  started 
El-farra  told  UPI  “of  course  we 
shall  ask  for  condemnation  and 
more  than  that.”  He  did  not  ela- 
borate.
